It will be a $1 tax hike in 1965,

Ten days later, on Tuesday, March 16, the stock- 
holders of the Andover Consumers Cooperative will 
have their dinner and annual business meeting at 
the Phillips Academy Gymnasium. 

It is at this meeting that the CO-OP’s owners 
elect their officers and directors, get financial and 
other reports on the previous year’s business, and 
vote on future policies. 

As at town meeting, voting strength in a coopera- 
tive is not on the basis of amount of ownership, but 
along strictly democratic lines: one vote per person 
regardless of the degree of ownership. 

At the CO-OP, as at town meeting, all people are 
equal as people, and vote accordingly. 

This is economic democracy.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Election Thoughts 


It is appalling. What other reaction is possible when the 
people of a community which brags about its schools and 


the higher-than-average percentage of college students 
within its borders show so little concern for their single 
most important funetion in a democracy — voting. 

Inherent in our system is, of course, the right not to act. 
This too is a freedom that we should preserve. But such a 
massive lack of action is a threat to all we claim to hold 
so dear, Jt makes our national missionary work in behalf 
of freedom for emerging nations a mockery and suggests 
that the best place for us to use our internationally touted 
skills for salesmanship is right at home. 

If the people in a town like Andover, the some 54 per 
cent who avoided their responsibilities Monday, cannot 
see how vital participation is to a self-government system, 
then it is time for a grassroots campaign to teach our 
populus just what democracy is all about. 


Analyzing election results is a risky business, even for 
the experts. 

Perhaps, however, two things can safely be deduced: 

1) That the announced policies of the present Board of 
Selectmen and its gradual assumption of a more forceful 
leadership role had greater appeal for the majority who 
supported the incumbents than the idea of a switch toa 
novice candidate. 

2) That the voters want people on the School Committee 
with positive points of view, but that they are not in- 
terested in any rapid and radical change in the approach of 
the Committee to meeting the town’s educational needs. 


A Sound Judgment 


Manager Richard Bowen is a stickler for tying up loose 
ends, but he has been plagued since November by a pair 
that just wouldn’t tie. 

The town voted in the Presidential election to accept 
permissive legislation which would extend state Civil 
Service coverage to employees in Andover’s Public Works 
Department. 

Manager Bowen took a forceful pre-vote stand against 
the referendum. In a last ditch effort to keep the town 
from committing itself to a state program before he had 
a local civil service-type classification and pay plan 
ready, he went to the Town Employees Association for 
Support. The association, already pledged to aid the PW 
seeking Civil Service (which did include 
Supervisors or office help), refused to take the ‘‘wait-and- 


workers not 
see’’ position Bowen asked. 

In the clean up of details following the favorable vote, 
Bowen found that the town did not in fact have a Public 
Works Department, and he asked for a legal ruling on the 
status of the unofficial department. It appeared that it 
might take a new legislative act and a second referendum 
to correct the technical error, 

Some considered that this offered Manager Bowen the 
perfect opportunity to have a go at undoing the Civil 
Service vote. With a number of officials convinced that 
the vote would have gone differently had voters under- 
stood the full implication of any further move toward 
State control of local personnel matters, it must have been 
a temptation. 

But Bowen decided pursuing the 
technicality further, eliminate the 
problem by creating a Public Works Department. 

It was, we believe, a fair and a nractical judgment,

This evening Andover town offi- 
cials will be present at an open 
warrant meeting at CentralSchool, 
8 p.m. The capital expenditures

The net effect of bringing under-

@ There is a difference between 
total ‘‘duty hours’® and actual 
“*work hours’ in a firefighting 
force . .. ina 48 hour week the 
firefighter is able to sleep an 
average of 16 hours,

@ The firefighter, whether at the

Interchurch Cooperation 
Lecture Series Subject 


Rev, Forrest L, 


Knapp, general 
secretary of the 12- denomination 


Massachusetts Council of 
Churches, will begin a series of 
five lectures on interchurch co- 
operation here Sunday, 

The course, offered by the local 
Council, will pose the question: 
“Interchurch Cooperation - Aidor 
Hindrance to Christian Unity.’’ 

For each of the five sessions, 
all to be held beginning at 7 p.m, 
at Free Christian Church, 
ministers of different faiths have 
been recruited to serve as 
panelists, 

The first week’s topic, ‘‘Les- 
sons from the History of Division 
and Unity*’’ will be discussed by 
Dr. Knapp along with Father Law- 
son of St. Patrick’s Church, Law- 
rence and Rev, David Ladre, First 
Congregational Church, Methuen, 

Rev. Knapp is particularly 
qualified to lead such interfaith 
talks. He is probably the only per- 
son in the U.S, who has held all 
four types of churchcouncil secre- 
taryships - local, state, national 
and world, 

At the local level, he was secre- 
tary for religious education for 
the Federation of Churches, 
Cleveland, Ohio; at the national 
level, he was for ten years direc- 
tor of Leadership Education for 
the International Council of 
Religious Eduzation; from 1939 to 
1953 he served as general secre- 
tary for the World Council of 
Christian Education, 

Since 1953 he has been general 
secretary for the Massachusetts 
Council which represents 1,800 
churches and 87 local councils.

Legal Snarl 
ls Unwound 


Town Manager Richard Bowen 
took steps this week to eliminate 
the legal technicality which has 
snarled implementation of the 
Public Works Civil Service meas- 
ure voted in November, 

He has created a Department of 
Public Works, making official what 
has been taken for granted, 
apparently since the town manager 
form of ‘government went into 


effect, 

In the department, subject 
to additional ‘‘tadministrative 
orders’’ will be employees of what 
have been known as the engineer- 
ing, dump, tree, highway, park, 
garage, sewer and water ‘‘de- 
partments’® as well as the public 
works administrative force, 


The question of a label has been’ 


a stickler since cemetery em- 
ployees inquired about coverage 
soon after the town approved per- 
missive legislation putting public 
works people under state Civil 
Service, In trying to track down 
an administrative order establish- 
ing such a department, Manager 
Bowen found that none had ever 
been issued, 

Now, said Bowen, legal counsel
